How It Has Been Injured in the Cass 
of Wool Manufacture 
“Canada an example and warning’ 
is the subject of a pamphlet issued by 
Thomas O. Marvin, of the Home Mar 
ket Club, Boston. He says that. the 
wool manufactured in the Dominion 
of Cartada is;as_old, and theoretical'y 
It should be ag: prosperous an indus- 
try as It is In the United Etates, yet 
the entire production of the Canadian 
mills is Ices than, that of a single 
American company. “Two out of 
three of the inhabitants of the Do- 
minion,” he eaid, ‘tare clothed wholly 
fh foreign fabrics, as aga'nst less than 
one in ten of the American peop’'e.” 
“He then proceeds to investigate 
this extraordinary difference. Fifty 
years ago the countries were prac 
tically on an equal so far as this 
great brancy of textile manufacturing 
was conceraed. The Canadian mi Is 
had been managed with shrewdne:zs 
There has been no dearth 
of capital or of skilled operatives. 
Many of these capitalists or mi’) 
owners, finally despairing of success 
in Canada had moved to the Unlied 
States and there had become succe?s- 
ful manufacturers. So, too, with the 
operators. A coneiderab!e proportion 
of the best spinners, weavers and 
dyers in American mills to-day had: 
found their way to these mills by way 


In 1861, an. sdequat? protéctive 
tariff in which woo! and its manufac- 
tures were included, was enacted for 
the American people by their govern- 
ment, and under this policy the ag- 
gregate value of American wool pro- 
ducts tncreased from $73,454,000 in 
1860 to $507,219,000 in 1910. Under 
a policy of late years of inadequate 
protection, however, tha wool manu- 


facture of Canada had entirely failed |; 
to increase but was actually decreas: | 
ing, as witness the large number of'| | 


mills that had closed. Tho sheep 
themselves were disappearing. While 
there were 3,155,000 sheep in Canada 
{ n1871, there were only 2,106,000 in 
1910, while in the United States on 


the other hand, the number had grown 
from 27,286,000 to 41,999,000. 

“In other words,” says Mr. Marvin, 
“{nadequate protection robs Canzda of 
a great natural industry once strong 
and prosperous and has made Canada 
the best outside customer cf the great 
manufacturing clothiers of the United 
States.” 


MACHINERY IN THE WEST 


Canadian Makers are Waking up to 
the “Tractor” Trade 

Fully five thousand tractors are 
used on farms in Western Canada 
whereas seven years ago there were 
only eight of this class of implement 
in the West. 

“Where do you buy your engines?” 
a farmer in Saskatchewan was asked. 
“Nearly all of, them come from the 
States. The most popular tractor 
from Indiana,” he replied. “Very few 
are made in Canada just now, but 1 
believe the three firms who do make 
them are preparing to get a larger 
share of this big market out here,” 
he continued. “This season the Can- 
adjan factories supplied some 250 en- 
gines out of the 2,500 that were ab- 
sorbed by the Western market.’ 


A NOTE OF WARNING 


The west is agog with a discussion 
on the merits of mixed farming for |. 
the prairies. Many experts declare 
it is the only sure preventive of soil 
exhaustion. Most farmers, however, 
are elther convinced of the inexhaus- 
tibility of the soil’s fertility. or they 
are not worrying over that prospect 
so long as they reap good harvests 
with small outlay now. The experts, 
however, are mindful of the fate of 
the western states, just across the 
border, where the yield per acre has 
weadily declined.—Cardston Globe,

WENTY-EIGHT mills on the dollar has been struck asa 
tax rate, andif, after further and more complete scrutiny, 
this rate prevails no dissatisfaction should result or be felt by 
the ratepayers. This is made up as follows,—current or 
general, 14 mills ; school, 7; and special debenture, 7. 
Instructions have been issued to have four by-laws prepared 
at once, which will provide fur debentures tothe extent of 
approximately, $14,000. This will cover the increased cost of 
the rink, the fire hall and cement and plank sidewalks, all of 
which were under-estimated, when by-laws, providing for such 
expenditure, were drawn up. It is barely possible, however, 
that a lesser amount will suffice to place back in the public 
treasury what has been taken from the account of current 
expenses. 
The good features of raising such money by the issue of 
debentures instead of by current tax rate are easily explained. 
As voiced in council sometime ago by 


ISSUEOFNEW Counc. Crawford, there is no reason why 
DEBENTURES ll public improvements being made at 


present should be paid for by citizens, 
who now make up the population of the town. It would 
appear more reasonable to make some provision for the future 
populacion, who will enjoy public improyements as much as 
those who did the pioneer work and established thetown on a 
substantial basis. This issue of debenture will then include 
part of expenditures on the rink, fire hall and sidewalks, and 
it is expected that the consolidation of the total town debt 
will be made at some future date, the coupons for the same 
being distriluted over a period of thirty or forty years. 

If it is found impossible to issue new debentures under the 
town’s act, the tax rate will necessarily be increased and will 
perhaps amount to at least forty-five mills on the dollar, or as 
is more readily understood, $4.50 per hundred. No citizen 
would then be adverse to seeing new debentures issued, when 
he is paying in tax rate an amount equal or almost so, to the 
interest on his money, which would then wipe off whatever 
profit that is expected, when he invests his money in the town. 


EPRESENTATIVES at the eighth annual convention of 
the union of Alberta municipalities, held at Innisfail last 
week, took strong objection to the system of single tax, where- 
by land values are the basis on which assessment is made. 
The claim was advanced, and reasonably, that the assessment 
is decreased, while the tax rate isin some cases as high as 
seventy-five and eighty mills onthe dollar. 
These claims are veally substantiated by the faets, for the 
same complaints have alrendy started in “this town, where 
single tax is also in force. The revenue, forthcoming from the
